ment 4 u nng the financial year 1975-76. 


3. The sums authorised to be withdrawn from and out of the Conso¬ 
lidated Fund of the State of Gujarat by this Act shall be appropriated for 
the services and purposes expressed in the Schedule in relation to the 
said year.
